Editorial 


E farmers and home-owners of Alberta have been 

ruthlessly exploited by the highest interest rates 
charged anywhere in the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. Usury at 7, 8, 9, 10 and up to 14 per cent has been 
the rule during the entire history of Alberta. 


That such interest rates are legal under our laws 
does not alter the fact that the people of Alberta have been 
and are being systematically robbed by a small but power- 
ful group of financiers in private control of Canada's 
monetary system, 


United States are on a long term 
with interest rates of 3 to 3!. per 
3'y to 5 per cent. 


Farm loans in the 
basis of 20 to 30 years 
cent. Home-owners pay 


In New Zealand the interest rates are all under 5 per 
cent, the same as in Australia. Great Britain has for many 
years had interest rates running from 3 to 4!5 per cent 
for farm and home loans. 


Three years ago Premier Hepburn, under the Ontario 
Farm Loan Board, made farm loans 4 per cent and extend- 
ed the terms of repayment to 20 years on all farm loans. 


Honorable Charles Dunning, Federal Minister of Fin- 
ance, two years ago fixed a maximum interest rate of 5 
per cent on farm loans in every province in Canada under 
the Farm Loan Board. Under the Dominion Housing Act 
home-owners have 20 years to pay in small monthly repay- 
ments at a maximum interest rate of 5 per cent. 


Chief Justice Honorable Charles R. Mitchell, Alberta 
Chairman of the Board of Review, under the Farmers’ 
Creditors’ Arrangement Act, fixed 5 per cent as the maxi- 
mum interest rate on all settlements after cancelling the 
unpayable portion of both principal and interest arrears. 


The Alberta Debt Adjustment Board limits interest 
rates on all adjustments made through that board at a 
maximum rate of 5 per cent.

Too Early To Stop 


Thanks to better crops, “drought re- 
lief” will be needed during the coming 
year by only a fraction of the number of 
farm families to whom such help has been 
given during several recent years. The 
number may even be small enough that 
federal contributions under this heading 
will no longer be required. But Ottawa 
has anticipated matters by cutting off the 
monthly grant of $80,000 for August. 

The crops have not been harvested and 
threshed and sold yet, and until these 
operations are finished the victims of last 
year’s drought will still be without means. 
The notion that they can be carried by 
local merchants during the month or more 
before they can realize on their crops 
would be all right in normal times, but the 
situation is not normal. Credit is not plen- 
tiful in Alberta anywhere, and the “dry 
belt’ merchants have been hard hit by the 
crop failures which deprived their cus- 
tomers of buying power, To ask them to 
finance the dependents through the har- 
vest and threshing season is to ask what 
many of them may not be able to do. 

Nor are the provincial finances in good 
position to carry the whole load. The Do- 
minion has been very fair in supplying 
money for “drought relief” since this be- 
came a problem of more than usually seri- 
ous proportions. But to ff the con- 
tributions now is premature. A grant 
should be made for August at least; and 
at the end of this month a survey will be 
in order to find out whether further 
federal aid is likely to be required.

“Always ‘Something New” 


The Department of Mines at Ottawa 
reports another discovery of gold-bearing 
ore in the north. The new find is located 
in the Francois river and Mystery lake 
area, north of Great Slave lake, and is 
gaid to be “one of st important” 
yet made in the Mackenzie district. Hun- 
dreds of claims, it is reported, have been 
staked, and prospectors are flocking into 
the new field. 

It may be said of Canada’s western 
sub-Arctic mineralized zone, as used to be 
said of Africa, “There is always some- 
thing new” coming out of it. Each of the 
three large lakes which form part of the 
great waterway system now marks a re- 
gion in which development is actively 
under way, while the intervening country 
is being explored by prospectors who re- 
port new discoveries in rapid succession. 
Since the whole region is underlain by the 
great pre-Cambrian Shield, almost any 
part of it is a good place to look for min- 
erals. 

Its possibilities are illustrated on a 
small scale by the amazing output of the 
mines in northern Ontario and north-west- 
ern Quebec. When the development work 
has been completed, there is every reason 
to suppose the output from the areas now 
being exploited will rival the output from 
those fabulously productive fields. 

Meanwhile, the development itself has 
become one of the major factors in ex- 
panding and enlivening business in Can- 
ada, all the way from the remote claims 
to the Alberta farms from which food 
supplies are drawn and the factories in 
the east from which come mining machin- 
ery and equipment. Edmonton, as the 
base for these operations, is feeling the 
stimulus of the trade thus created, and to 
it every new discovery of ore is a matter 
of direct importance.

Whatever it may imply as to the pres- 
ent or hint as to the future, the tradition 
of a Canadian Sunday reserved exclusive- 
ly for worship and rest has been given 
another shock and—of all places—the 
shock comes from Toronto.

The board of control there has ordered 
that the city’s 103 parks and playgrounds 
are to be thrown open each Sunday from 
an hour after noon until dark. While or- 
ganized teams will not be allowed to play 
matches in these areas, those who wish to 
engage in baseball, football, tennis, cricket, 
bowling or soccer will be free to do so, and 
splashing in any of the city's seven swim- 
ming pools will be permitted. 

These recreational facilities, it is inti- 
mated, will accommodate 50,000 Toronton- 
jans, and there is no suggestion of doubt 
that the 50,000 will be on hand when the 

gates are opened—believe it or not.

Yet the time can still be recalled when 
Toronto street cars were not allowed to 
trundle their noisy way through the 
streets on Sunday.

Main- 
ly, of course, because there, as elsewhere, 
the restrictions have ceased to apply to 
those in well-to-do circumstances. When 
people of means spend Sunday motoring 
about the country or playing golf, of what 
use to tell others who cannot afford these 
luxuries they may not play a game of ball 
or go jump in the swimming pool? 

The Canadian Sunday of tradition is 
in some measure an institution that never 
was. Maybe the real difference is that the 
present generation is more open in its gal- 
livanting and game-playing, and indulges 
these things now by consent of law and 
convention instead of in violation them.

LONDON, Eng.,—(By Mail)—From a weather 
standpoint this a wrong-headed sort of year over 
here.

It is just that the showing of al- 
burnin in the laboratory specimen is so fre- 
quently found in chronic nephritis that we recog- 
nize this as one of the common symptoms of the 
disorder. 

Another symptom of nephritis is the finding 
of casts in the liquid thrown out by the kidneys. 
The two kinds of casts most frequently found 
are hyaline casts and granular casts. High 
blood pressure often accompanies chronic neph- 
ritis. Usually, there occurs some change in the 
amount of fluid eliminated, During the later 
stages of the disorder, the amount is often so 
decreased as to become scanty. 

The habits of living which may be considered 
the most important in producing Bright's Disease 
are the following: first, the over-eating of all 
kinds of food. Second, enervation brought on 
by destructive habits of living which waste 
energy.

A Knotty Nazi Puzzle 

The medical dictionary discloses a profound 
Nazi puzzle. The decrees purging Germany of 
all Jewish influences forbid music produced by 
Jewish composers, books by Jewish authors, 
plays by Jewish playwrights, and so on. It is 
possible to exist physically without hearing cer- 
tain music or seeing specific plays. But curiosity 


is aroused as to what a good Nazi German does 
when he is ill, since the treatment for a number 
of common diseases was discovered and initiated 
by Jewish scientists. 

What, for example, does a Nazi do when he 
has heart disease? If he is to obey the anti- 
Jewish decrees, then he must not use digitalis, 
since it is the discovery of the Jew, Ludwig 
Traube. When he has a grievous headache he 
must not use pyramidon and antipyrin, because 
these were discovered by Jews, Spiro and Eilege, 
For the treatment of toothache a good Nazi must 
not use cocaine, since it is the result of the Jew 
Solomon Stricker’s work. Should the Nazi 
citizens have typhus they will have to ignore it 
or use the discovery of the Jews, Widal and 
Weill. The Nazi who suffers from convulsions 
can do nothing about it, because he will have to 
use chloral-hydrate, the work of Oscar Liebreich, 
a Jew. Should a Nazi need a blood transfusion 
he will accept of course only the pure ‘blood of 
an Aryan. But alas, the scientific method to 
effect the transfusion was given to the world by 
Kar! Landsteiner, a Jew. The serum for menin- 
gitis was discovered by a Jew, Simon Flexner. 
Treatment for rheumatic fever was initiated by 
a Jew, Gottlieb Gluge. Inoculation against 
cholera was contributed by the Jew, Waldemar 
Haffkine. The operation on eyes affected with 
trachoma was initiated by a Jew, Julius Jacob- 
son. The use of an electric magnet for the re-

‘On This Date ms ae 


On this date in 1842 it was announced that 
negotiations between Great Britain and the 
United States for the settlement of the Maine- 
New Brunswick bouridary which had been car- 
ried on between Lord Ashburton and Daniel 


Webster, had been concluded and that a treaty 
would be formally signed the next day (Aug. 9). 
Most of us have complained that that treaty de- 
prived us of a large piece of territory which 
rightly should have been British, but which was 
awarded to the Americans. But how many of 
you recall the story told in your school books 
about ‘the secret map” with which Webster 
sought to trick the British nobleman? 

While Americans were looking for evidence 
in support of their claim, one of their agents 
found in the French foreign office at Paris a letter 
from Benjamin Franklin, one of the American 
negotiators, in 1782-83, to the French foreign 
minister, saying that he was sending him a map 
on which was marked in red the boundary 
agreed on. No map was attached to the letter, 
but on searching among the maps in another part 
of the building the agent found one on which 
the boundary was marked in red in a way which 
gave the British more than they ever claimed. 
This map Mr. Webster concealed from the British 
commissioner, but afterwards used in a secret 
session of the senate and in his negotiations with 
Maine to frighten them into giving way. 

This looks tricky, but, as Professor W. L. 
Grant wrote: “As all the maps published in Great 
Britain during the negotiations of 1782-3 and for 
some years after grant the Americans claim, and 
as the red line cannot be made to correspond 
with the wording of the treaty, we may well 
doubt whether the map found was really the one 
sent by Franklin. Besides, it has since been dis- 
covered that there was at this time in the British 
foreign office a map given by the British nego- 
tiators to King George III, on which the boun- 
dary is marked practically in accordance with 
the American claim. If the Americans kept dark 
a doubtful map which might have helped us, we 
kept dark one not at all doubtful, so that John 
Bull was at least as tricky as Uncle Sam.” 


starch in the diet, Fourth, the use of inhar- 
monious food combinations. Fifth, lack of suffi- 
cient exercise to take care of a normal amount 
of food. 

I recommend the fast at the beginning of the 
treatment and within a few days after the fast is 
started, the amount of albumin in the liquid 
elimination is generally decreased. The fast is 
particularly beneficial when the blood pressure 
is too high. During the fast, the patient is giv- 
ing the kidneys a certain amount of physiological 
rest and because of that rest, part of the work- 
ing power of the kidney returns. 

After the fast the patient must adopt a better 
diet. As a general rule, it is advisable to cut 
down on the amount of food which the patient 
has been using, especially if there is any ten- 
dency to overweight. A moderate amount of 
protein should be supplied in the form of lean 
meat, fish, chicken and eggs. 

Regularity of habit is essential for the patient, 
who will be helped by increasing the skin elim- 
ination through daily baths. A moderate amount 
of exercise is beneficial and probably walking is 
about as good as any exercise which may be 
taken.

Editor, Bulletin: Immigration has 
been discussed from man? angles, 
and each group has arrived at con- 
clusions in keeping with the way 
immigration would affect their in- 
dividual group.

But the clearing of this 
land, with its comparatively small 
growth of trees, is a small prob- 
lem as compared to that facing the 
earlier settlers of Ontario and Que- 
bee.
